In
such cases, the MDSPGP avoids unnecessary dupficgteffort by providing Corps authorization for
certain activities with minimal adverse environnadm@ffects, as specified by the terms, conditiamsl
limitations of the MDSPGP, provided they obtain tiezessary state, regional, and local authorization

A proposed project which meets thii®SPGP — Category A activity-specific impact limésd
requirements will have the JPA assigned a pernplieggion number by MDE and will be reviewed, in
most cases, by MDE only and the subsequent USA@ioaration will be attached to the MDE license
issued by the State.

A proposed project which meets the MDSPGP — CajeBar MDSPGP-Category A & B activity-
specific impact limits and requirements will beissved by the Corps, MDE, resource agencies, and/or
in certain cases the public to determine whetheh sativities are eligible for authorization undee
MDSPGP.
